E aster offers us a unique opportunity to

And now 
go quickly and tell his dis- 
ciples that he has risen from 
the dead” (Matthew 28:2- 
7). Matthew also mentions 
that as these two women ran 
from the tomb, badly fright- 
ened, but also filled with joy, Jesus himself | 
appeared to them and told them, “Go tell 
my brothers to leave at once for Galilee, to 
meet me there.” (Matthew 28:10). 

“Go and tell!” And again, “Go and tell!” 

The repetition of these words in 
Matthew’s relatively brief resurrection nar- 
rative, is quite significant. “Go and tell!” 

The repetition of this divine command 
indicates that after receiving the good news 
of Jesus Christ’s resurrection, and after be- 
ing filled with the Easter joy and blessings, 
Christian believer’s first duty is to spread 


the good news of Christ’s resurrection so 


that others also may enjoy 
Easter’s joy and blessings. 

“Go and tell...!” 

And there are so many 
people near and far who 
have not as yet heard the 
good news of Christ’s res- 
urrection! There are so 
many Armenians who so 
badly need the forgiveness, 
salvation, peace, hope and 
joy that only the risen Lord 
could provide. 

At this Easter season, let’s 
praise God in a special way 
for the blessing that our risen Lord has give? 
to us. But, let us also give an opportunity to 
the Holy Spirit to inspire us with a new 
awareness of our responsibility to introduce 
our risen and ever-living Lord to others.

disciples “eyes were opened, and they rec- 
ognized Him; and He vanished out of their 
sight.” 

They had talked with their Master! They 
had seen Him eye to eye! They were abso- 
lutely positive and certain that their Lord had | 
risen from the dead and He was alive for 
evermore. 

And the knowledge and assurance that 
their Lord had risen from the dead, and that 
He was alive for evermore, changed every- 
thing! Gone was their sorrow and grief; gone 
were their wretchedness and misery; gone | 
was their disappointment and discourage- 
ment; gone was their hopelessness and de- 
spair. They had been inspired, animated, 
encouraged, invigorated. They had been 
quickened by the power of resurrection, 


love Him, adore Him, and serve Him. Lov- 

ing Him is a requisite to receiving His grace 

and blessing. It is a significant fact that 

Christ, after rising, appeared only to His dis- 

ciples and followers, only to those who loved 

and served and obeyed Him. Hence, the joy 

and power of Easter is not available to all. It 

1s open to all, but available and reserved only 

to those who yield to Christ, and accept His 

sovereignty. Christ cannot give what He 

wants to give when men don’t want it. The 

promise is for everyone, but the actual offer 

and gift is reserved only for those who are 

attached and devoted to Christ. He seeks 

those who seek Him, He meets those who 

follow and obey Him, and He blesses those 

who love Him. Give your heart and love to 

Christ, and you will be His, and then all that 
He has will be yours. 

The appearances of Christ have not ceased 
after the first Easter week, or after forty days. 
They have continued through all the Chris- 
tian centuries; saintly Christians have seen 
and known Him, in different ages and lands. 
Seers and saints have been privileged to 
share this bliss. A great cloud of witnesses, 
men like Paul, Augustine, Francis of Assisi, 
Thomas a Kempis, St. Gregory, Shnorhali, 
Naregatzi, Martin Luther, Wesley, Moody, 
and a good many other godly men have tes- 
tified that they have seen the living Christ.

Dedication of a Genocide Memorial 


Editor’s Note: On October 25, 1998, a me- 
morial service was held at the Sheen Chapel 
of the Ararat Old Age Home in Mission Hills, 
CA, to dedicate an exhibit of human remains 
— the desiccated bones of some of the vic- 
tims of the Turkish genocide against the 
Armenians — collected from the death march 
to the desert of Der Zor. Appropriately 
enough, the principal speaker on this occa- 
sion was Nancy Eskijian, an attorney and a 
pastor, who is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Luther Eskijian of Altadena, CA, and the 
granddaughter of Rev. and Mrs. Hovhannes 
Eskijian. Rev. Eskijian, who was a witness 
to the genocide, did what he could to help 
the destitute and the dying who passed 
through Aleppo on their way to death. He 
himself did not survive the genocide Ms.. 
Eskijian commemorated the occasion with 
the following words: 


f grandfather were standing here today, |

AMAA Lecture Series 


0 celebrate the epochal year 2000, the 
AMAA introduced a program to help 
reinforce the faith and challenge the intel- 
lect of its members and friends. After some 
thought and discussion, the AMAA’s Board 
of Directors decided that a special series of 
lectures presented by recognized scholars 
and thinkers drawn from the Armenian com- 
munity would best serve this purpose. “As 
we prepare for the 1700" anniversary next 
year of the official adoption of Christianity 
in Armenia — thereby establishing Armenia 
as the first Christian nation — this program 
will serve to enhance awareness and appre- 
ciation of our common Christian heritage,” 
explained Rev. Movses B. Janbazian, Ex- 
ecutive Director of the AMAA. 
The first speaker in the series was Dr. 
Vigen Guroian, whose theme was 


“Genocide: A View from the Cross.” Pro- 
fessor Guroian has lectured and written ex- 


| tensively on this subject. His thoughts on 


this theme have been described as “pioneer- 
ing,” “profound,” and “insightful.” 

Dr. Guroian is Professor of Theology and 
Ethics at Loyola College in Maryland, and 
on the faculty of the Ecumenical Institute 
of Theology at St. Mary’s Seminary in Bal- 
timore, Maryland. Dr. Guroian has taught 
previously at the University of Virginia and 
at St. Nerses Armenian Seminary, where he 
also has served as Director of Academic 
Affairs. He received his doctorate in theol- 
ogy from Drew University (NJ) in 1978. He 
is the author of several books and many ar- 
ticles dealing with theology and ethics. 

The second speaker in the series was Dr. 
Carnegie S. Calian, who talked about

Dr. Calian is the President and a profes- 
sor of theology of Pittsburgh Theological 
Seminary. He came to Pittsburgh in 1981 
from the University of Dubuque Theologi- 
cal Seminary, where he had been on the fac- 
ulty since 1963. He received his doctorate 
in theology from the University of Basil, 
Switzerland. Dr. Calian has led numerous 
seminars, conferences and workshops for 
business, educational, and professional 
groups, and has spoken widely throughout 
the United States and abroad. 

The third speaker in this series will be Dr. 
Gevork Kherlopian, formerly a professor at 
the State University of Yerevan, Armenia. 
Dr. Kherlopian’s subject, “Early Christian- 
ity in Armenia”, will cover a period in 
Armenia’s history that is seldom addressed. 
The lecture will take place at AMAA Head- 
quarters on Saturday, April 29, 2000 at 6:00 
PM. Everyone is invited to attend. All of 
the lectures in this series are free. 


AMAA Helps Flood Victim 


in Mozambique 


he Armenian Missionary Association of 
America (AMAA) contributed 7,500 dol- 
lars to help in the relief efforts in flood-rav- 
aged Mozambique, according to a statement 
by Rev. Movses B. Janbazian, Executive Di- 
rector of AMAA. 
Latest reports indicate that since the be- 
ginning of February, torrential rains have 
devastated large parts of Mozambique. Hun- 
dreds of people have died in the floods, and 
an estimated | million people have been dis- 
placed by the worst floods on record in this 
Southeastern African country of 19 million. 
The true magnitude of the disaster is diffi- 
cult to assess as more water is flowing into 
Mozambique through the Limpopo River 
which is flooded upstream in neighboring 
South Africa and Zimbabwe. 

The specter of death from starvation, chol- 
era and malaria is day by day growing 
among the survivors. Shelters, blankets, 
medication, foodstuffs, drinking water and 
other relief supplies are needed in great 
quantities and urgently. 


The AMAA’s relief aid, 
which, according to Rev. 
Janbazian, expresses the 
Association’s Christian 
concern and solidarity, was 
channeled through Dorcas 
Aid International (DAI) of 
The Netherlands. DAI has 
a long history of mission 
work in Mozambique, and 
is working with local churches and Chris- 
tian organizations to provide emergency re- 
lief to the victims of the flood. DAT is a mis- 
sion partner of the AMAA, and is involved 
in significant relief and service projects in 
Armenia. 

The AMAA is the missionary arm of the 
Armenian Evangelical churches worldwide, 
and its relief efforts are primarily directed 
to Armenia and Armenian communities in 
need of assistance in the Diaspora. Never- 
theless, the AMAA also concerns itself with 
the needs of victims of natural and man- 
made disasters around the world. Over the 


years, the AMAA has provided relief aid to 
victims of earthquakes in Southern Califor- 
nia, India, Colombia, and other countries; 
survivors of hurricanes and floods in Cen- 
tral America, Florida, Minnesota and other 
places; and refugees displaced by civil wars 
in Rwanda, Somalia, Zaire, Ethiopia, Yugo- 
slavia and other nations. 

“Armenians have repeatedly experienced 
man-made and natural catastrophes, and 
that’s why we understand the plight of suf- 
fering people, and should be willing to help 
the helpless and_the destitute,” stated Rev. 
Janbazian.O at

of America (AMAA) received a quar- 
terly report from Dr. Nazeli Sarkissian, D1- 
rector of the AMAA Clinic in Yerevan, At- 
menia, detailing the clinic’s activities. 

The clinic operates from 10 A.M. to 5PM. 
on Mondays through Fridays. The person 
nel of the clinic include a physician. den- 
tist, psychologist, pharmacist and receptuion= 
ist. The addition of a dentist last September 
increased the clinic’s workload significantly. 

The clinic’s dental service is directed to- 
wards checking and treating the teeth of the 
children in the AMAA’s Child Sponsorship 


Program. During the last quartet of 1977, 
hshma- 


ritian, treated 315 children; a single visit was 
enough for most of them, but several re- 

ed three or more visits. 
aie clinic’s psychologist, Dr. Ara Chalik- 
ian, treated 17 sponsored children in the 
course of 44 sessions. He also held eae 
ing sessions with family members — ae er, 
grandmother, etc. — of many of the chil ren. 

The clinic’s pharmacist prepared prescrip- 
tions for 760 visitors. The most needed medi- 
were those required to treat pain, ys 
hypertension, infections, heart ite a 
neurological problems. In addition, me 
a great demand for multivitamins, i only 
for children but for the elderly as well.

The clinic’s physician, Dr. Nazeli 


Sarkissian, provides medical services to 
sponsored children and their family mem- 
bers and to the poor and elderly who live in 
the area. Due to the clinic’s limited medi- 
cal equipment and range of medications, 
about one visitor in five receives medical 
advice only. The others, nearly 800 during 
the quarter, are tested, diagnosed and treated. 

Many visitors are elderly people who can- 

not afford to buy medicine from doctors or 

pharmacists elsewhere. Common problems 

include cardiovascular diseases, hyperten- 

sion, diabetes, arthritis, ulcers and other di- 

gestive disorders. Almost all of the visitors 

need vitamin and mineral supplements. 

The clinic also oversees the AMAA’s 
“Tsomil” milk program, which provides milk 
substitute for infants who cannot tolerate 
milk or whose mother’s cannot provide milk. 
The program reaches 550 children in Arme-

Infants are placed in the program on the 
recommendation of local doctors. A regu- 
lar supply of Isomil is provided to each 
mother, with the cans marked “Not for 
Sale”. A file is kept on each recipient, and 
the infants are given medical checkups pe- 
riodically. Over the past decade this pro- 
gram has saved hundreds of lives through 
reducing Armenia’s infant mortality rate.

he Armenian Missionary Association 

of America (AMAA) operates an ex- 
tensive and highly successful Child Spon- 
sorship Program in Armenia. This program | 
is designed to provide basic food items to 
the poorest of Armenian children and their 
families. What is sometimes overlooked 
is that the AMAA has been operating an- 
other Child Sponsorship Program, begun 
in 1946, in Armenian communities in Leba- 
non, Syria and Greece. This program is 
almost as extensive as the one in Armenia 
~ covering newly 1,500 children — but is 
geared to helping children from poor fami- 
lies acquire an education in a Christian en- 
vironment. 

Why is this program important? In most 
of the Middle East, public schools are sub- 
standard and often geared to Islamic values. 
An acceptable education is usually available 
only in private schools, which of necessity | 
charge tuition. Without financial help, un- 


derprivileged children would be unable to 
get a proper education. To counter this un- 
acceptable alternative, the AMAA estab- 
lished a program that would identify chil- 
dren from poor families, find sponsors for 
these children and guarantee an education 
for sponsored children by paying the differ- 
ence between sponsorship payments and 
total tuition costs. Sponsors pay US$150.00 
per child per academic year, and the AMAA 
pays the rest. 

There are 13 schools in this program, eight 
in Lebanon (one of them a boarding school), 
four in Syria and one in Greece. Selection 
of children for this program is made strictly 
on the basis of need; currently, almost 90% 
of the sponsored children are Armenian 
Apostolic. A sponsored child remains in this 
program, year by year, until he or she com- 
pletes secondary school. 

Once a sponsored child “graduates” from 


| the program, the sponsor is assigned another 


child, so that the sponsorship continues un- 
interrupted. A sponsor may, at any time and 
for any reason, terminate his or her spon- 
sorship by notifying the AMAA to that ef- 
fect. In such cases, the child is assigned to 
a new sponsor. 

Sponsors are provided with photos and in- 
formation about sponsored children and an 
exchange of letters is encouraged (except 
for Syria, where the government does not 
allow such an exchange). Letters are routed 
through the AMAA, which delivers them to 
the schools and collects them from the 
schools. 

Sponsors should be aware that their con- 
tributions are tax-deductible and are applied 
in their entirety to their sponsored childrens’ 
tuition, with no deductions for overhead of 
other expenses. 

The prolonged civil war in Lebanon in the 
1970’s and 1980’s caused many Armenian 
families to emigrate from the Middle East. 
The war also disrupted the local economy 
through unemployment inflation. Today this 
program is more important than ever, as tu- 
ition costs have risen with inflation and un- 
employment has thrown more families into 
poverty.O 


Haigazian University 
President's Report 


r. John Khanjian, President of 

Haigazian University in Beirut, Leba- 
hon, submitted a status report to the Arme- 
nian Missionary Association of America 
(AMAA) regarding the current situation at 
the university. Highlights from his report 
include the following: 
Recruitment — Only 70 new applications 
were received for the second semester, com- 
pared to 120 last year, and 45 of them regis- 
tered .

Financial Aid — The University provides fi- 
nancial aid to 177 students, with the aver- 
age recipient receiving over $1,000. Many 
other students need financial help, so this is 
a problem that the university’s trustees must 
| address. 

Faculty — The university has 21 full-time and 
37 part-time faculty offering 148 courses. 
Dr. Khanjian reports that most faculty mem- 


Enrollment — Current enrollment is 506, a 
decrease of 5.5% from the first semester. 
This was due to a loss of 75 students, who 
left for financial, academic and other rea- 
sons, such as an uncertain political climate 
and a depressed economy. About 51% of 
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bers are “talented, creative and dedicated”. 
Looking ahead, Dr. Khanjian points to the

— Increase faculty salaries to reduce their 
need to moonlight.

Dr. Khanjian concludes his report with the 
following words. 

“It is with great pride and satisfaction that 
I present to the Board of Trustees the en- 
closed reports, evaluations and five year 
plans of the Deans and Directors. The qual- 
ity of their work reflects their professional 
approach and dedication to the institution. 
These reports are in many ways a self-study 
that shows the institution’s desire and need 
to improve and move forward in spite of the 
political whims of the region. Haigazian 
University has a unique ministry, a decen- 
tralized and democratic administrative struc- 
ture, a solid academic program, and a dedi- 
cated and professional cadre of faculty. 
While the institution is poised for further 
growth, it needs the enthusiastic and active 
support of the Board of Trustees. There- 
fore, the need to expand our facility and pro- 
grams must be-addressed prayerfully and 
positively.’

Fisher, who began the 
ranching operation with his late father, attor- 
ney and Los Angeles Airport Commissioner 
Wayne Fisher, continued it with his own son, 
Bart. Dana and Bart Fisher were also partners 
in Fisher Communications and Fisher Wire- 
less Services. 

Dana Fisher was a protector of Palo Verde 
Valley growers’ rights to water from the nearby 
Colorado River. When the Metropolitan Wa- 
ter District, which provides water to most 
Southern California households, sought in the 
mid-1980s to pay farmers to leave land fallow 


| and turn over the water for residential use, 


Fisher rejected the idea as financially unap- 
pealing. 

Fisher served on the Commission for Cali- 
fornia, which dealt with Colorado River wa- 
ter and other problems affecting the state and 
Baja California in Mexico. He also cofounded 
and served 10 years as president of the Cali- 
fornia Lettuce Research Board. 

Born in Los Angeles, Fisher was one in a 
line of several generations who helped develop 
Southern California. His maternal grandfa- 
ther, Dana Bartlett, was a minister who wrote 
a book entitled “The Better City,” which called 
for a culturally diverse and socially equitable 
future for Los Angeles. 

His paternal grandfather, Walter Harrison 
Fisher, was a businessman with interests in the 
Signal Hill oil field, and his paternal grand- 
mother, Elizabeth Fisher, was a philanthropist 
and arts patron who established USC’s Fisher 
Gallery. His father, Wayne Fisher, helped se- 
lect the site for Los Angeles International Air- 
port. 

Educated at Pomona College, Dana Fisher 
traveled widely with his family and by age 16 
had visited 100 countries. A flier like his fa- 
ther, he joined TWA and in the late 1940s 
worked in Cairo to develop feeder routes for 
TWA throughout Africa and the Middle East. 
There, he met his wife of 51 years, the former 
Time-Life correspondent Elizabeth Sarafian. 

When he joined his father for the ranching 
operation, Fisher set out to expand the use of 
scientific research in agriculture, particularly 
relating to water and land use. He eventually 
served as an agricultural advisor to the Uni- 
versity of California and UC Riverside. 

In addition to his wife, Fisher is survived 
by their four children, Bart, Sally, Bonnie and 
Wendy, and eight grandchildren. 

A memorial service took place on July 24, 
1999 at 2 p.m. in the United Community Meth-
